mer school. The vote was 
710 for the issiue and 300 
against. 

The next recording was 
the meeting of the Sierra 
Madre School Board who 
met and awarded the con¬ 
tract for the building of the 
school to J. C. Bannister as 
General Contractor for a 
price of $129,600. That sami’ 
evening they awarded sev¬ 
eral more contracts for suc’n 
things as heating, electrical 
wiring, landscaping. They 
were very proud of the Gen¬ 
eral Contractor, as he had 
built .several .schools in 
Southern California and had 
built three buildings for the 
University of California at 
Westwood. Marsh, Smi t h 
and Powell were the Los 
Angeles Architects. The Con¬ 
tractor started the building 
the latter part of January' 
and promised that it would 
be completed by November 
of that year. 

School was opened that 
la 11 in September with a to¬ 
tal of 310 students registered 
but they were housed in 
three tents 20 by 30 feet for 
the 5th and 6th grades. 

The school was completed 
on November 7, 1930 and 
moving day was set for No¬ 
vember 28. The School Boaid 
met on Decembtm 12, 1930 
and accepted the building. 
The dedication ceremonies 
were 'neld the week of De- 
embr 12 and was attended 
by over 2000 persons. The 
following story has been 
copied from the Sierra Madre 
News as of December 12, 
1930. 

The school was completely 
redone, for a cost of approxi 
mately $600,000 to make it 
earthquake proof in the 
final years of the 1960’s. 
Here is the story as of fifty 
years ago. 

Quite as striking as the 
beautiful Spanish exterior of 
the City’s new .school is its 
remarkable arrangement. It 
has impressed all who have 
visit the plant — particular¬ 
ly architects and builders 
who pronounce it nothing 
short of ideal as to safety, 
efficiency and appearance.

A full report of your Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment was submited to the City Council at its regular 
meeting of Tuesday, February 26 by Fire Chief James

Work Starts On Arcadia’s Race Track 

Laborers Begin Grading As People Give Overwhelming 
Approval Ot Project 

Joseph M. Smoot, its promoter, announce-d last night 
that building of the $1,000,000 Jockey Club race track, 
double polo field, country club and golf course at Sierra 
Madre Avenue and Huntington Drive in Arcadia, will 
positively commence next Monday as a res'ult of the over¬ 
whelming approval given the project in tJie city’s straw 
vote cast on Tuesday. 

Proponents of the track wen out by a vote of 1560 
to 600, Or about three to one. 

Sincxit, president of the Los Angeles Jockc^y’ Club, and 
promoter of the project, stated that a crew would be put 
to work this morning grading the land for the track and 
that the track would be opened on or about February 
1st, 1933. 

Approval must still be given by the Arcadia City 
Council and Planning Commission, but this is considered 
to be a mere formality, and is expected to be taken up 
at the next council meeting an Tuesday evening. The 
councilmen committed themselves to abide by the result 
of the vote taken. So did Rev. J. A. Glass, leader of the 
opposition to the granting of a race track permit. 

Upon its completion the entire establishment will ac- 
cximmodate .nearly 70,000 persons, according to Smoot, and 
miuch of the old glamour afforded by the Lucky Baldwin 
race track of 1907-09 is sure to be recaptured on the ground 
belonging to his daughter, Anita Balchvin. 

Smoot announced that employment would be avail¬ 
able for approximatelyy 600 men during construction of 
the track and buildings and many of Sierra Madre's un¬ 
employed are among those registered for positions. 

During the hard fought four weeks campaign in Ar¬ 
cadia, opponents of the track precficted that horses would 
never run on the proposed course, and that the project 
would end in the promotion stage. This view of the situa¬ 
tion was not accepted by a vast majority of tlie city’s 
voters.

Difficult Times II 

Just as ho has advertised this year’s budget, Gover¬ 
nor Jerry Brown in 1975 labeled his proposed state spend¬ 
ing program "a budget for .difficult times” and promised 
to keep state spc'ndLng growth below the rate of inflation. 

State records show, however, that in 197.5 the gover¬ 
nor was ju.st horsing around: 

— He proj>osed an increase ui total sjjending of 5.9 
per cent; actual total spending for 1975-76 increased by 
11.6 per cent. 

- - He proposed In increase in general fund spending 
of 8.9 per cent; actual general fund spending increased 
by 14 per cent. 

(The rise Ln the California Consumer Price Index dur¬ 
ing fiscal year 1975-76 averaged 7.8 per cent.) 

— He proiwsed an increase in the state w'ork force 
of 1,182 positions; the state work force- grew by 2,814 
positions. 

Brown’s second budget for difficult time-s is more 
than double (110 iier cent) the size of his first budget for 
difficult times, w.hicsii was submitted five years ago. 

UCD Tax Would Change 

California’s Unemplojment Disability Tax schedule 
would change under provisions of AB 2195 (McAlister et 
al). The payroll tax which supports the Unemployment 
Disability Compensation Fund would be adju.sted annually 
In accordance with a sirecifled formula to be set by the 
Employment Development Department. The maximum tax 
would ’be one per cent while the minimum tax could not 
be Icrss than c.ne-tenth of one per cent. The tax would be 
basc-c? on the amount in the fund as of November 30 of 
each calendar year. Currently the tax is one per cent of 
$11,400 annual earnings, a maximium of $114. AB 2195 
also provides for a change in the formula for the taxable 
wage base. Chamber’s position is pending. 

Gas Shortage Plan 

Under the National Emergency Conservation Act (S 
10301 the Federal government is authorized to invoke a 
formal motor fuel rationing plan to manage energy supply 
disruptions during a severe shortfall between supply and 
proiec-tod demand (a severe fall is one that wcvuld last 
more Ihaji thirty days with a 20 per cent or more shortage 
in suplies). In case of 20 per cent or loss, the States are 
to establish and implement plans for meeting appropriate 
monthly conservation targets. The California Energy Com¬ 
mission staff with input from the Di^partment of Motor 
Vehicles, the Franchise Tax Board, the Controllers Office, 
the Office of Planning and Research, and CaiTrans has 
providcKi a preliminary staff report which can be obtained 
from local boards of supervisors, city councils, or from the 
State Elnergy Commission.

ProDosi+ion 1 

— PARK AND RECREATION BONDS. SB 547 (Nejedly) 
enacts the “Parklands and Renewable .Resources Invest¬ 
ment Program,” which would authorize the issuance of 
$495,000,(XX) state general obligation ’ooinds for pavklands 
and renewable resource purposes; makes legislative find¬ 
ings regarding the maintenance of genetic div-ersity and 
genetic integrity within native stocks of salmon and steel- 
head; prohibits the Department of Fish and Game from 
allowing the introduction of .non-native stocks into waters 
lx>puJated by native stock; and declares that there are no 
state-mandated local costs in the act that require reim¬ 
bursement. 

ProoosHion 2 

VE'PERANS BONDS. AB 1963 (Fenton) autiiorizes 
the creatio.n of debt through the issuance of sale of state 
bonds to create a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans, in accordance with tlie provisions of the Veterans’ 
Farm and Homo Purchase Act of 1974. The proposal auth¬ 
orizes state bonds in the amount of $750,000,000 for farm, 
Iiome and mobileliome purchase aid for veterans. 
Proposition 3 

— CAPITOL RESTORATION. SCA 65 (Mills) specifies 
that no bill is to take effect as, an urgency statute which 
authorizes an appropriation for the aleraation or modifica¬ 
tion of the state capitol or fixtures of historically restored 
areas in it, or for the purchase of furniture to replace re- 
.stored or replicated furniture or furniture designed to con¬ 
form to the buildLng’s historic i>eriod.

It topped off at 65 feet. 
With its three main trunks 
branching out from the 
ground, it provided cortain 
amenities that labeled it 
with the name of “pal” . . . 

Sta¬ 
tionary companion. Always 
there to favor us with 65 
lofty foot of shade on hot 
summer days; 780 inches of 
height for band-tailed jiig- 
eons, white-crowned spar¬ 
rows, and great-horned owls 
to percli in. Sixty-five pun¬ 
gent feet broadcasting tangy 
pine .sc^nt throughout the 
front yard! Starting from a 
tiny .sappling 28 yeais ago, 
it ev-entually had grown to 
its marvelous height, allow¬ 
ing the afternoon breezes to 
whoosh through its brances, 
making pleasant .sound.s , . . 
and having one feci the 
freshness of the high moiin- 
(ains! .Sixty-five Ix'a.utiful 
feet tali.

Oh, how many storms it 
must have withstood — en¬ 
dured!
